The most absurd of Koebig’s efforts 
to obstruct the city was his purchase, 
presumably for the Edison Company, 
of the Mitchell ranch near Independ- 
ence. The ranch contains 585 acres and 
controls a mile of river frontage. It Is 
entitled to fifty-three tnches of water 
from the Stevens ditch. Koebig paid 


416,500 for the land, which is deeded to

In seeking a correct answer to these 
pertinent questions, we have not far 
to go. The éxplanation, in a word, 
is—weakness.
